Brownsville, Tex , Sept. 15.— Two 
companies of infantry were hurried 
out of Brownavilla toniglit for San 
Benito and Lyfonf. north of hero, on 
reports that there were dangera from 
Mexican bandita near thoae places. 

With afx M^cans found dead five 
of thom shot aad one floating in the 
RioGraada, the Brownsvillo valley 
tonight made extensive preparationa 
t > prevent reprisals or outbreaks do* 
ring a two days' oelebration of the 
Mexican actional holiday. 

It was stated that threa escaped 
from the San Benito jail during (he 
night and tlieir bodies were found 
some distaaea from town with bul- 
let boles in their boeks. 

The jail from which the Mexicans 
are sa'd to have escaped is a frail 
wooden atructure, much resembling 
an ordinary corn crib. The door 
wtfs fasteaad with a padlock. 

The Mexicans were employes of 
the rancB on which the detachment 
of troopa, attacked Monday more? 
ing, were atatioacd. fo tha tight at 
the ranch one soldier waa kilM and 
sevral wounded. 

Early last night a band of about 
twenty man carrylag red flags, tha 
emblem atamped on buttona worn by 
bandits found on the American side 
of the Rio Grande, occupied a vacat- 
ed Carranza j>oat opposite La Feria, 
Tex., about thirty milaa northwest 
of Brownaville. A detachment of 
United States cavalry has baan sta- 
tioned at La Faria.

Til* rapid development of the Ice 
cream bnslnesa within the past few 
yeara and the increased call fTOD city 
trade, hotels and restauranta has cre- 
ated a Isu-ge demand for sweet cream. 

For these trades it Is deairable that 
the cream ahoald test aboat SO per 
cent bat often the test may vary np 
to 40 per cent, depending greatly 
npon the method of operating the 
band aeparator. When selling cream 
to creameries, the price Is quoted per 
ponnd of butterfat, but for ice cream 
and hotel purpoaes it ia cnatomary to 
pay by the gallon. As a consequence 
many dairymen are at a loss to know 
which Is the most profitable way to 
dlapoae of their cream. The follow- 
ing general rules may serve to de- 
termine the relative market price per 
pounds of butterfat or gallon of 
cream: 

To And the value of a gallon of 
cream when butterfat Is a certain 
price per pound, multiply the percent- 
age of fat by 8 (the number of poiutda 
in a gallon) and tbe product by the 
price per pound. At 30 centa per pound 
for fat, 20 per cent cream would be 
worth 48 cents per gallon; 2S per cent 
cream. 60 cents per gallon; 30 percent 
cream, 72 cents per gallon: 40 per cent 
cream, 96 cents per gallon. At 35 cents 
per pound for fat, 20 per cent cream 
would be worth 53 cents per gallon, 
and 80 on. 

To find the price per pound for but- 
terfat when the price per gallon of 
cream is known, divide the price per 
gallon by eight times the per cent of 
fat. At 40 cents per gallon, 20 per 
cent cream would be worth 25 cents 
per ponnd of fat. At $1 per gallon, 40 
per cent cream would be WOTtb tlK 
centa per ponnd of fat
